weevil and punctured sqares will 
roll, when knocked off by the brush, 
and they are either killed by the 
hot dust or will die by the heat. 
Red Ant Helps. 
Fully 90 per cent of the squarer 
th at are knocked off or fall off 
die, and a continuous use of the 
brush will help nature to over come 
this dreaded pest. There are many 
insects th at prey upon the larva of 
th ’ weevil; the red ant th at seems 
to consider it a great delicacy. 
Those squares that are allowed to 
remain on the stalk and dry up, are 
the ones that perpetuate the b o ll! 
weevil, if allowed to rem ain on the j 
stalk, these insects th at prey upon 
the weevil 
larva, 
cannot 
reach 
them, so they come 
to 
m aturity, 
thereby keeping a supply of weevils 
constantly on hand. 
The more Infested squares you | 
knock off the less damage you w ill; 
sustain by the weevil. There are very I 
few adult weevil th at are knocked 
off th at regain the cotton stalk, and 
if he should do so it w’ould require 
two or three days for him to regain 
Ms poise sufficiently to resum e his 
work. 
You have some 18 or 20, days in 
which to kill the larva in the square. 
About the fourth day after a wee­ 
vil punctures a square and lays its 
egg a tiny grub will hatch, and at 
once attack the inner tissues of the 
square; 
it 
will continue to feed 
upon them 
until 
about the sixth 
day, the square flares up and falls 
off, or can be easily knocked off. 
From the ninth to the eleventh day 
the larva or grub will change to 
the pupal or chrysalis stage and 
from the eighteenth to the twenty- 
first day he becomes a full fledged 
boll weevil, ready to come forth 
and launch a campaign of depreda­ 
tion 
all 
his own, on 
the cotton 
crop.

planting cotton, as cotton planted 
too early, puts a premium on the in 
sect pests that flourish in cold damp 
weather, such as the aphis, the red 
spider and others. A stunted cotton 
plant, from any cause, will never 
regain its strength and am ount to 
much .and cotton will not grow off 
good in damp cold weather. 
As soon as your cotton is well up 
cultivate your field by using hariow 
At possible, this will stim ulate the 
little plants, causing them to grow 
off rapidly, making sturdy, w*ell de­ 
veloped plants. W hen the cotton is 
about four leaves high, chop to a 
stand; 
after chopping, 
give your 
fields a thorough plowing, throw* the 
dirt well up around the little cotton 
plants, this tends to heal any hurt 
or bruiseo 
places caused 
by the 
hoe while being chopped out. 
About this time the boll weevil 
will begin to come out of hiberna­ 
tion. They are few in num ber and 
sluggish in action, and right now 13 
the time to begin the use of the 
drag and brush, which you are sup­ 
posed to have previously made. 
It is a com paratively easy m at­ 
ter to dispose of the weevil now.! 
and every one that is killed now. 
will 
do 
away 
with 
many,

times th a t num ber later on 
and 
simplify and minimize your labor. 
If you are prepared to meet the 
rascal on his first invasion into your 
fields in the spring, you are real­ 
ly ahead of him, and your battle is 
half won. 
“Preparedness Pays.” 
“ Preparedness” pays at all times, 
but at no tim e is it more urgent 
than when you have the boll weevil 
to fight; it is the only way to wage 
a winning fight against him. By my 
method of seed 
bed 
preparation, 
your ground will be com paratively 
free of vegetation, therefore I ad­ 
vise the use of the drag to the ex­ 
clusion of any other means of cul­ 
tivation, never failing to use the 
brush. 
I advise you to not p:ow cotton, 
unless forced to by a 
growth 
o^ 
w*eeds or grass, and if it becomes 
necessary to plow, be sure to give 
it the most shallow* cultivation pos­ 
sible, 
in order to obtain the 
de­ 
sired results. 
When the 
fibrous 
{roots of cotton are disturbed, when 
puttier on fruit, 
you 
retard 
the 
growth, and ability to produce the 
hest results in fruiting and m atur­ 
ing its fruit. This rule does not 
hold good with that portion of the 
plant above ground, for while on* 
should not break, nor 
too 
badly 
bruise the stalk, and branches, it 
is very beneficial for them to be 
swished around; therefore I think 
the use of the brush would be a d ­ 
visable, 
even 
though 
there 
were 
no boll weevil in the country. The 
drag and brush would be used every 
week or ten days throughout the 
growing and friting season, or un 
til the brush knocks out too much 
fully m atured cotton. By the use 
of the drag there 1b formed a dust 
mulch which not only conserves the 
moisture, but makes a depression 
between the rows, into which the
